Typus. Kyushu. Prov. Hizen : in petris calcareis Nanatsugama in oppido Saikai- 
mura (Saburo Toyama, Aug. 21, 1960) in TI. 

In having glandular hairs nearly in all parts, flat long-stalked leaves, loose in¬ 
florescence with slender pedicels, and small white flowers, this plant agrees with Fe'him 
crymarioides Hance (S. uraiense Hayata) of China and Formosa, and is considered 
to be the easternmost representative of this group. As compared with typical 
S. drymarioi es, however, this plant is more sparsely hairy and has longer pedicels. 
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
